The Minister reminded, the House that in the last 
sixteen years the subject of State Health Ins ur a n c e 
for British Columbia has been a live topic, that during 
the period which has elapsed since 1920 thousands 
of opinions have been studied with the sole object 
of arriving at-^n equitable basis. Health insurance 
in all the countries where it is in effect, of course, 
has encountered operative difficulties m its experi¬ 
mental stages. Great Britain’s scheme, now a quarter 
of a century old. had a "rough ride’* in its early 
days. From time to tune amendments have been 
adopted. The present administration in London is 
considering several more. Will opponents of the 
British Columbia proposal seriously argue that any 
British government would dare to abolish the scheme 
operating in Great Britain? It woufld sound its own 
deathdmell if it did. 

In 1929-31. Hon. Mr. Weir said he engaged 
in a survey of health conditions for the Canadian 
Medical Association and other organizations. During 
the survey, he told the House, he was impressed with 
the haunting fear of disease that existed among those 
for whom the coat of medical attention was a serious 
consideration. With this in mind, he was seized with 
the importance of the need for health provisions for 
the underprivileged persons. The Weir bill will give 
coverage to 275,000 persons in this province. 

To emphasize the point that the time for action 
fas arrived, the Mimste^feCTfll^li^ihit^ih' seventeen 
years three commissions had studied health insurance 
in British Columbia. He quoted from lb* report of 
the commission named by the Tolmie government and 
of which C. F. Davie was chairman and G. S.
